Of Schools in State, Says Collins 


Three Measures Awaiting Legislative Action Explained 
and Praised by Georgia Superintendent of 
Schools, in Interview. 


mary books to students from the first 
through the sixth grades, the new plan 
calls for furnishing all books through 
the eleventh, or high school grades. 

Multiple lists, Dr. Collins said, will 
provide local school boards a wide 
choice of the books they desire to use 
in their institutions. There may be as 
many as 10 books, he explained, “for 
first-grade readers, just for example.” 

Since state aid will be allocated the 
various counties on the basis of daily 
average school attendance, he expects 
the new system to increase the num- 
ber of children attending. 

He expressed the belief the system 
would make school officials try harder 
to enroll all children of school age. 

“This will be a great benefit,” he 
said. ‘“‘We must reach them before we 
can teach them.” 


SURGEONS TO MEET 
HERE IN FEBRUARY 


‘Program Almost Complete 
for Professional Gather- 


ing, Says Chairman. 
Plans are almost complete for the 
southern section of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons meeting to be held 
here through February 3-5, Dr. James 
L. Campbell, chairman of the ar- 
rangement committee, said yesterday. 


Dr. M. D. Collins, state superin- 
tendent of schools, views three educa- 
tional bills pending in the Georgia gen- 
eral assembly as the means of raising 
the standards of all public schools in 
the state. 

The bills call for the state to guar- 
antee all counties the minimum cost 
for operating schools for seven months 
each year, for the state to furnish 
free text books to all students and for 
a reorganization of the State Board 
of Education. 

“The program,” Dr. Collins said in 
an interview, “is one that we have 
needed in Georgia for a long time. 

“It is an unusually constructive pro- 
gram, and while it will guarantee op- 
eration of all common and high 
schools for only seven months, it vir- 
tually means that local educational 
units, through using their own funds, 
will be able to run their schools for 
the regular nine-month periods.” 


No Local Interference. 


Dr. Collins emphasized his interpre- 
tation of the bills as not interfering 


in the various city and county school 
systems. 

State-aid money will be adminis- 
tered by the various local boards un- 
der the seven-month act. Chief require- 
ments to be met for the local units to 
receive the aid concern the maximum 
number of pupils per teacher. The 
state, however, will establish a def- 
inite rate of pay for teachers, and will 
pay this sum for seven months of the

TO “COME BACK HOME’ 


‘We Have No Enemies To 
Punish,’ He Says in Plea 
for Solidarity. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—(UTP)— | 


Democratic National Committee Chair- 
man James A. Farley invited party 
bolters to “come back home” tonight 
in a radio speech calling on all “real 
Americans” for intelligent support of 
President Roosevelt's second adminis- 
tration. 

He described the President's re-elec- 
tion victory as “too tremendous to 
justify any bitterness on our part to- 
ward those who sought to turn us 
back to black reaction.” He promised 
the New Deal will “go ahead with 
charity for all and with malice toward 
none.” 

In holding out the olive branch to 
Alfred FE. Smith. John W. Davis and 
other “Jeffersonian Democrats.” who 
campaigned against Mr. Roosevelt's 
re-election. Farley said: 

No Foes to Punish. 

“We have no hates to cherish. no 
enemies to punish, no grievances to re- 
dress. 

“There is room in the old homestead 
of Americanism for any of the wan- 
derers of the night who wish to come 
back home.” 

Farley addressed a dinner of the 
electoral college committee. Mr. Roose- 
velt, he said, enters hie second term 
with a mandate from the people to 
finis e job that he began four years 
aga ake America na hetter ahid- 
ing place for our children.” 

“We have a right to assume that 
petty obstructive opposition — will 
cease,” he asserted. “and that all real 
Americans in a spirit of reasonable 
vatriotic co-operation will give inte- 
igent support to the new administra- 


tion.” 
No Divided Columns. 

Warning that “our enemies econfi- 
dently count upon the enormity of our 
moiority to sow the seeds of dissension 
within our ranks and hope to restore 
government to privilege by marching 
to future victory through our divided 
columns,” Farley said the “answer is 
that there will he no divided columns.’ 

He said the November 3 election 
Victory was “not the mere trinmph of 
the Democratic party: it was a victory 
of democracy and American institu- 
tions regardiese of party.” 

Millions of Liberals and Progressives 
previously wunassociated with 
Democratic party played a great part 
in the victory. he said. “and if we 
prove worthy of the confidence reposed 
in nus . » they will continue to 
march shoulder to shoulder with ne to 
future victories gntil this land is per- 
manently made safe for democracy.” 
He pledged that the New Deal will 
not overlook the “solemn resnonseibili- 
ties’’ imposed by its overwhelming in- 
dorsement hy the voters.

He will be sworn in with the Presi- 
dent in public for the first time in the 
nation’s history. In the past the vice 
president took his oath in the senate 
chamber, over which he presides, at 
the same time that new members took 
office. But under the Norris “lame 
duck” amendment the new senate took 
office before the inauguration, and 
there will be no ceremony to perform. 
Consequently President Roosevelt ask- 
ed him to take part in the Presiden- 
tial inaugural. 

Garner enters his second term “in 
as good physical condition as he ever 
was in his life,” according to Dr. 
George W. Calver, congressional physi- 


Garner, who serves as the vice presi- 
dent's secretary, agreed with him. 

Unostentatiously Garner probably 
has broken as many precedents in con- 
nection with his own office as his 
more volatile chief has broken in the 
Presidency. 

First of these was his attendance 
at cabinet meetings. Previous vice 
presidents have not been included in 
cabinet discussions, but Mr. Roosevelt 
invited his running mate into that 
exclusive circle immediately, and Gar- 
ner has been a regular attendant ever 
since, 

More important, however, has been 
his active participation in the task of 
putting administration bills through 
congress. The vice presidency, which 
tamed even the fire-breathing Charles 
Gates Dawes, has been a vehicle of 
power for Garner, veteran of 34 years 
in congress and of service in the Texas 
legislature before that. 

Rising through the ranks to the mi- 


nority leadership of the house when 
the Republicans were in power, Gar- 
ner became speaker when the Demo- 
crats captured the lower branch of 
the legislature in 1930. He numbered 
a host of friends in both houses and 
both parties when he took charge of 
the senate. 

The extent of his power was illus- 
trated vividly when he entered the 
house fight over majority leader at 
this session. With a bitter fight de- 
veloping between Representative Sam 
Rayburn. Democrat, Texas, and Rep- 
resentative John J. O’Connor, Demo- 
crat, New York, Garner came out 
“200 per cent” for his fellow Texan. 

Even congressional sophomores can 
remember when the house would have 
risen against a candidate in resent- 
ment if the senate’s presiding officer 
presumed to take sides. But house 
Democrats chose Rayburn, in obedi- 
ence to Garner's wish, although there 
were mutterings over his intervention. 

Garner's parliamentary experience 
often has helped the administration 
over rough spots in the “greatest de- 
liberative body in the world.” Unlike 
the house, where gag rules can be in- 
voked to break legislative jams, the 
senate never can be gagged except by 
its own consent. This is what some 
times leads to filibusters. 

Often, however, Garner has been 
able to put a controversial question 
to a vote before a bewildered opposi- 
tion senator penetrated his parlia- 
mentary strategy. 


Garner was born November 22, 
1869, in Red River county, Texas. 
While he was still young his family 
moved to Uvalde, where he has lived 
ever since. He started his career as 
a lawyer in 1890, but politics has 
been his chief work ever since 1898. 
During the years since then he has 
acquired an interest in several banks 
in the Uvalde region, and he owns a 
cattle ranch 60 miles south of Uvalde.

Representative Somers, Democrat, 
New York, said the house coinage com- 
mittee, of which he is chairman, would 
consider the question of an audit in 
a separate bill. 

Vandenberg sald authority for the 
stabilization fund was “the greatest 
power over the largest sum, for the 
longest period in all history.” He 
said the fund probably should be con- 
tinued but that “congressional respon- 
sibility” required a final accounting. 

Somers said the fund was created to 
meet Great Britain’s equalization 
fund and that by its proper use, the 
Inited States had brought about 
monetary accord among six important 
nations, 

Declaring that “an exchange wdr is 
going on,” Somers contended the Presi- 
dent needed authority to change the 
gold content of the dollar so long as 
that conflict continued. 

Glass’ Comment. 

Senator Glass. Democrat, Virginia, 
said Secretary Morgenthau had aesert- 
ed the extension legislation was desir- 
able to “insure that this country would 
be prepared to meet any devaluation 
initiated by any foreign country that 
would result in disadvantage to our 
own export trade.” 

Representative Wolcott, Republican, 
Michigan, protested that there was 
“nothing democratic” about turning 
the huge stabilization fund over to 
the treasury “with a wave of the 
hand.”

MERCHANTS OF NATION 


SEEK NRA SUBSTITUTE 


Leaders Drafting Platform 


for Voluntary Observance 
of ‘Code.’ 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—(?)—Lead- 
ers of the National Retail Dry Goods 
Association, in convention here, sought 


today to complete a program of eelf- 
rule in retail trade to substitute for 
the fallen NRA codes in achieving fair 
trade practices and controlling work- 
ing conditions. 

In face of some opposition against 
proposals for “little NRA” state set- 
ups to regulate hours and fix mini- 
mum wages, groups worked on details 
of a broad program to be presented 
to the convention Thursday for a vote. 
Whether state or federal aid should 
be advocated to enforce working con- 
ditions was a leading topic of discus- 
sion among approximately 5,000 retail 
men who gathered for the convention 
and to buy goods in New York’s busy 
wholesale markets for an expected 
brisk spring business. 

Despite sharp divergence of opinion 
on details. such as state-hacked “little 
NRA” codes, officials predicted a plat- 
form would be worked ont which 
would find general acceptance. 

Benjamin H. Namm, head of a 
Brooklyn department store, predicted 
“very little will come” out of conven- 
tion ratification of a platform “unless 
we retailers take the platform. frank- 
ly and enthusiastically to our cus- 
tomers.” 

Principles approved by the board 
today as a basis for formulating trade 
practices included: 

Testimonials “must be bonafide and 
capable of substantiation.” 

Sellers should be free to make their 
own prices, without standardization 
of _ and terms by trade agree- 
ment.

| WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 19.—Tomorrow at high noon, 
President Franklin D, Roosevelt will take the oath of office 
from Justice Hughes. 

He will speak to the nation then, his voice going on the air 
and his words being sent out on a network of wires which lit- 
erally cover the nation, from coast to coast and from border 
to border. 

He will move then, to the balcony which is on a repro- 
duction of the home of Andrew Jackson, the lean old fighter 
who took the pirates and beat the English at New Orleans;

and beat the Indians; the sincere and implacable fighter who 
became President of the United States. 


There was something of hickory in his body. And 
some of the strength and resiliency of hickory in his 
mind. 

And it is very fitting he should have this reproduction of 
his home here on the capitol lawn tomorrow. 

Because it was Old Hickory who remembered the forgotten 
man, who made his government a government for the whole 
people.

Negro’s Plan Te Boil Witeand Child 
Reveals Weird Cult of Superstition 


Japanese Who Was Deported in 1932 Is Reported To Be 


Directing Band From Canada; Spread to New York, 
As Well as Detroit, Is Revealed. 


DETROIT, Jan. 19.—(UP)—Spread 
to New York, Chicago and Canada of 
a cult of superstition and sacrifice 
was revealed tonight in a police inves- 
tigation of plans to boil a negro 
woman and her child at a weird cere- 
mony. 

Detective Lieutenant Walter Wil- 
liams said his investigation indicated 
that a Japanese named Sotohata Taka- 
hasaha, deported following a cult mur- 
der in 1932. directed activities of the 
band from Canada. 

Police held Verlen McQueen, known 
to his cult “brothers” as Verlen Ali, 
on complaint Of his wife that he threat- 
ened to boil her and their 11-year-old 
daughter alive at a ceremony to which 
he invited other “worshippers of Al- 
lah.” The woman and her daughter 
were near collapse from fright in the 
home of friends where police kept 
them under guard to prevent cult re- 
prisals. 


McQueen's arrest last night while 
he was stirring a 20-gallon pot of boil- 
ing water at his home was the first 
indieation since 1934 that the cult had 
increased activity. At that time police 
raided the organization's headquar- 
ters and disbanded its leaders after a 


riot in which 13 police and a score of | 


cultists were injured. 

The organization made its first ap- 
pearance in 1932 when a young negro 
was found decapitated on a crude altar 
in the home of a cult member. 

Williams said the local organization, 
estimated to comprise about 3,000 
members, was contrelled by an Egyp- 
tian named Abdul Mohammed. Under 
his jurisdiction, Williams said, are 
two “Universities of Islam,” 
cult members must send their children 
to school, one or more halls and a tem- 
ple. The location of all these institu- 
tions reportedly is kept secret to pre- 
vent police raids.

Even though the four-five no 
trump convention located the two miss- 
ing aces in North’s hand, there still 
was no assurance that the heart and 
spade suits both were solid. 

West opened his fourth best dia- 
mond, and declarer won with the ace. 
Declarer first tried out the trump sit- 
uation by laying down the king and 
queen. When East failed to follow to 
the second lead, declarer properly 
switched to a spade. Dummy’s ace 
won, and the eight spot was returned. 

At this point a finésse amounted to 
an insurance policy. With both oppo- 
nents following to the first lead of 
spades, and East playing a small card 
on the eight spot, the only catastro- 
phe possible was to have the king 
ruffed away. If the jack were lost to 
the queen in West’s hand, or were 
ruffed by West, no harm would be 
done. In the first instance, the rest 
of the hand then would be solid; in 
the second, declarer always could ruff 
another spade in dummy for the solid- 
ication of his suit. Declarer’s actual 
play of the king therefore was inex- 
cusable and deserved the horrible fate 
that followed. 

West ruffed, and shrewdly returned 
his last trump. Since dummy, as well 
as declarer’s hand, now was reduced 
to one trump, and East still had the 
queen of spades with a guard, the de- 
clarer could not avoid the loss of the 
spade queen. 

It would be difficult to find a situa- 
tion easier to analyze than this one. 
The conclusion must be, therefore, that 
declarer did not feel it worth while 
to think! ,

Meat should not be cooked at too 
high a temperature. An even low 
temperature and a longer cooking pe- 
riod than was formerly thought desira- 
ble result in more uniformly cooked 


meat, with less shrinkage. There is 
less loss of juice in the fibers when 
the meat is not overcooked and the 
flavor is therefore enhanced. 

The use of a meat thermometer is 
advisable. This shows the degree of 
heat penetration and is a more accu- 
rate guide than the time-weight sys- 
tem. Use an oven thermometer to 
make sure the temperature is correct 
for roasting and a meat thermometer, 
inserted into the fleshiest part of the 
roast, t@ tell you when to remove the 
meat from the oven.

LUMBERJACKS AND THEIR 
WORK 


11I—Hauling the Logs. 

The work of lumberjacks is far 
from being over after the trees are 
cut down. Theer are many things to 
do after that! 

The next step is to get the trees 
ready for hauling. The custom is to 
“limb” the tree soon after it falls to 
the ground, that is, to cut off the 
branches. Then the trunk is cut into 
pieces. 


A tractor hauling logs. 


Most often they are from 8 to 16 


feet or even more. One mill in the 
‘Puget sound region bas put in orders 
for logs from 100 to 160 feet long! 


What is the best way to get logs 


heen to sprinkle water on the snow- 
covered roadway. so the water would 
freeze and provide an icy path for s)id- 
/ing out the logs. 

In some cases a wooden trough bas 


been built down the sides of hills of 
mountains. In winter the trough can 
be filled with water, and after the 
water freezes there will be a fine icy 
slide for the logs. As many as half a 
dozen logs may be fastened together 
with crossbars and started on the 
downward journey. 

Another method of transport is f4 
place logs on huge sleds drawn by 
horses or mules. In the old days of 
Inmbering, oxen were often put to 
work pulling such sleds, 

Tractors are used in some places, 
and haul loads weighing 300 tons or 
more. In a test made close to 20 
years ago. a tractor pulled 14 sleds 
londed with logs. making what was 
called a “tractor train.” 

When there is no snow or ice to 
help in moving the logs, the task is 
harder. The logs may be loaded on 
motor trucks, or on wagons. Branch 
railwav lines have been built to reach 
into the heart of some forests, and
